Both are alike in ,their_ 
indifference to and apparent forget- 
fulness of the fact that Federal cen- 
tralization, whether by a universal 
incorporation act, or by the grant of 
arbitrary commission powers, brings 
the rights of states, and the powers 
of states to control the corporations 
doing business within their own bor- 
ders, on the danger-line of peril. It 
must also be observed that President 
Taft expressly recommends that ac- 
quirement of Federal charters pro- 
posed for inter-state corporations 
shall be voluntary, "at least until ex- 
perience justifies mandatory provi- 
sions." That is, a corporation could 
have a Federal charter or not, just as 
it pleased. This implies all the dan- 
gers of Federal incorporation with- 
out its advantages. It is another ex- 
ample of Taftian willingness to make 
corporations the judges of their own 
cases. 


The Sherman Law has been twen- 


ty-one years on the statute-books. 
The issues raised by it have been 
smouldering all this time, and have 
now burst into a blaze. Affairs have 
reached a crisis. 
Suggestions and 


theories were never before so rife as 
they are today. 
Yet, in all these 


years, and in the tense situation 
which is the climax of two decades 
of uncertainty, the American people 
have not for one instant lost their 
clear-headed views of the big essen- 
tials of the trust problem. 


The public regards the Sherman 


Law, neither as a sacred fetish, im- 
possible to improve, nor as a vicious 
law, which should be wiped out. The

C. R. Leslie^ had been' instrumental 


In -securing for the New York collector 
a number of paintings, and on this oc- 
casion received from him a sight draft 
on Barings for £800. "requesting him 
to be so good as to purchase of his 
friend, Mr. Turner, the best picture, by 
him" he, could get for the money." Tur- 
ner's "grumpy reply" was to the effect 
that he had no pictures to sell to Amer- 
cans, that his -works were not adapted 
to "their' commercial and money grub- 
bing tastes and that Leslie had bett«r 
go elsewhere. 
, -On sight of the draft, bowev.er, ^lie 
became somewhat mollified, finally 
"turned.around a small picture stand- 
Ing on ttie floor against the wall and 
said: 'There, let Mr. LenoxThave that. 
It is one of my favorites. He is a gen- 
tleman, and I retract Will that suit 
you, Mr. Leslie?'" 


Mr. Lenox was at first sight not 


much pleased with his purchase, and 
so notified ^Leslie, but he soon wrote 
Leslie to burn his first letter: "1 have

The following is the Harrisburg 


Patriot's report of the lecture deliv- 
ered in the Higli School Auditorium, 
of that city by Hev. A. T. G. Apple, 
Professor of Astronomy of Franklin 
and Marshall College, Lancaster, and, 
former pastor of St. John's Reformed 
very polished lecture on "The Moon; 
the Earth's Nearest Neighbor " 


Before an audience of more than 


nine hundred persons last night in 
the Technical High School Auditor- 
ium, 
Prof. A Thomas G. Apple, di- 


rector of the Franklin and Marshall 
obseivatory, delivered a popular and 
very polished lecture on "the Moor; 
the Earth's Nearest Neighbor," under 
the auspices of the Harrisburg Nat- 
ural History Society. He was intro- 
duced to the audience by the Rev. Dr. 
Ellis N. Kremer 


Professor Apple took up the moon 


from many viewpoints, such as the 
mythological, its place in the minds 
of men in all ages, some" popular 
superstitions concerning it, its posi- 
tion and significance as a member of 
the solar system, its appearance in 
the sky with and without telescopic 
aid, the ^condition of affairs existing 
upon it with regard to temperature, 
atmosphere and the wonderful physi- 
cal features of its surface, the moun- 
tains, valleys, plains and about half 
a million extinct volcanoes of various 
sizes, ranging from 160 miles in 
diameter down to one mile or even 
smaller. 


Many "Volcanoes on Moon 


The lantern slides, made from j>ho- 


tograpfcs taken with the 40-ineh tele- 
scope at the Yerkes Observatory, 
brought the audience within an ap- 
parent distance of only about 300 
miles above the moon's surface, and 
the number of fine details that were 
brought into view was truly remark- 
able 


Very different from a naked eye 


view of the moon, the darker areas 
were found to be immense sheets of 
lava, once molten, and raised in many 
places into curious twisted 'folds in 
the process of cooling and shrinking; 
the lower part of the ^moon—the 
great south-west as astronomers call 
it—was found to be pitted with nun, 
dreds of volcanoes overlapping in 
hopeless confusion, the vitreous or 
glassy excretions reflecting the sun's 
rays very brilliantly and hence mak- 
ing this part of the moon quite 
bright as contrasted with the darker 
spots. 


Many of the volcanoes, about one- 


third in fact, were found to have 
peaks rising from the center of their 
floors, a phenomenon observed on the 
earth quite recently in the terrible 
Martinique earthquake. 


Imaginary Trip to Moon 


The lecturer took his hearers on 


an imaginary trip to the moon and 
pointed out the fact that because the 
moon has no atmosphere the stars 
would be visible at all times in a 
black expanse of sky, not blue as on 
the earth, and in its sky would shine 
the sun with scorching rays and also 
the earth, the latter appearing as a 
big round orb, fifteen times as large 
as the moon does to us on the earth. 
The earth light on the moon is fifteen 
times as bright as moonlight on the 
earth and is the cause of the faint 
illumination of the dark portion of 
the new moon.

He cannot only forgive; he can forget, 
and he strives for that nobleness of 
self and mildness of character which 
Impart sufficient strength to let the 
past be but the past A true man of 
honor feels humbled himself when he 
cannot help humbling others."—Gama- 
liel Bradford, Jr., in Atlantic.

throat the badger turns himself so that 
the dog's grip Is on the back of the 
badger's neck without having loosened 
his first hold. Then the badger secures 
ec vlselike grip upon some vulnerable 
portion of his enemy, and while Ms 
long tusks penetrate to the limit he 
digs and scratches with his front feet, 
which are furnished with claws almost 
as formidable and deadly as might be 
expected from an anteater of the dark 
continent. 


He who has .removed the pelt of a 


badger and is at all observing does not 
wonder at this animal being sharp bit- 
ten and that he is able to hang with 
bulldog tenacity when the formation 
and adjustment of his jaws are noted. 
Neither Is It so much of a mystery how 
he manages to bore through the soil so 
rapidly that half a dozen men with 
shovels cannot overtake him, for he Is 
a mass of cords and muscles, partic- 
ularly In the neck, chest and shoulders, 
very similar in physical construction to 
the ground 'mole.

not another point on any stream, in 
the county at which a bridge would 
be of anything near equal value to 
the people of all sections of the 
county.

them they should move and that 
without delay.

Bolivia's Fearsome Valley of the Shad- 


ow of D.eath. .- 


There is a .valley In • Bolivia,.' South 


America, which might well be .called 
the Valley of the Shadow of Death. It 
has been Inhabited for . an. indefinite 
period of years by rthe Kanaa Indians, 
who are kindred to the various South 
American tribes .and number now only 
a few hundred souls. 


That they were once a very powerful 


tribe is indicated by the condition of 
the land which they as a tribe still"in- 
habit. One cannot travel any distance 
through their land without coming 
upon the old and forsaken burial 
grounds of the Kanaa dead. These 
places cannot be called graveyards, for 
the bodies are not buried, but rather 
placed upon elevated platforms, wrap- 
ped in the garments of death and 
bound to the crossbeams that they 
may not be displaced.

will be probabls^iifty high skeleton 
platforms, and*-eV each will lie from 
three to five of the Kariaa dead. The 
air in that part of Bolivia is very pure 
and preservative, for it is one of the 
highest plateaus of the continent, al- 
though Kanaa valley is just a little 
below the plateau's height A traveler 
passing through that land at night and 
by moonlight would ho :iwe stricken at 
the gloomy vision those prraveyardB 
proseni. 


The South Sea Waves.

Winter Work in Pest Suppression 
It is often thought that pests are 


dormant or dead during the winter, 
and, consequently, no work is to be 
done for them during this ""season. 
This is a great mistake. Among in- 
sects the worst foe of our orchards is 
the San Jose scale, which together 
with several other species of scale 
insects, is to'be destroyed at any time 
during the dormant season by spray- 
ing with the boiled lime-sulphur solu- 
tion, either homemade or commercial. 


The next most serious Insect pest 


of the orchard is the Codling moth, 
which is now to be found in the worm 
or larval stage in a silken cocoon
